1 . Applicants amendment filed on August 2, 2005 is acknowledged and has been entered. 
Claims 1, 4 and 6 have been amended. Claims 18-25 have been canceled. Claims 1-17 are 
pending. All of the amendments have arguments have been thoroughly reviewed and 
considered. Applicant's amendment place claims 1-7 in condition for allowance. Applicant's 
declaration under 35 USC 1.132 and evidence therein filed on 3/7/2005 which establishes 
enablement place claims 8-17 in condition for allowance. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Allowability of 
claims 1-7 is based on the limitation wherein the target sample comprises a standardized volume 
to cell ratio, wherein the cells in said target sample are counted prior to microdissection and 
solubilization. The inventors of the instant invention teach that this step is performed to insure 
allelic representation. However, the prior art does not deem counting cells prior to 
microdissection necessary. Rather, the art teaches that the microdissection technique allows 
for the isolation and analysis of small amounts of homogeneous DNA (see e.g., Blumenstein et 
al., International Journal of Oncology, vol. 21, pages 447-450, 2002).
